H avana, Feb. 10.—The various re­ 
ports and statements of Captain Gen­ 
eral W eylsr announcing the pacification 
of the province of Plnar del Rio and the 
almost complete disappearance of the 
insurgents iu that part of the island are 
far from being borne out by facts. 
As 
intim ated in these dispatches when the 
Spanish commander made the remark 
cited, if Plnar del Rio was as quiet as 
he alleged it to be, w hat has beoome of 
the arms, horses, ammunition, 6tores, 
etc., of the 7,000 men whom he adm it­ 
ted were under arms there? 
As a m atter of fact the insurgent 
forces in Pinar del Rio seems better off, 
more thoroughly equipped and disci­ 
plined than at any previous stage of the 
campaign. 
In support of this assertion 
the following 
statem ents have been 
gathered from the most reliable sources: 
In the neighborhood of Catalina and 
Las Cuevas are the insurgent leaders 
Varona Rivero and Louis Perez, with 
about 1,800 men well armed and having 
plenty of ammunition, though poorly 
clad. 
Iu the Zone of Jauccia and Mala 
the insurgents’ leader Lazo with some 
600 men. 
Lazo is wounded in both 
arms. 
In the districts of Bayas, Rio 
dem Medio, Mangacos, Pena Blanca 
and Pan de Azucar are various group« 
of insurgents with a total of over 600 
men under Videl Duoasi. 
At the heights of Goberuadora aud 
the Sierra del Rosario the insurgents 
are under the command of Brigadier 
General Ruis Rivero and the loaders 
Jose Manuel Barrio and Perieo Delgado. 
They consist of infantry and some cav­ 
alry, estimated to number about 600 
men.

ted were under arms there? 
As a m atter of fact the insurgent 
forces in Pinar del Rio seems better off, 
more thoroughly equipped aud disci­ 
plined than at any previous stage of the 
campaign. 
In support of this assertion 
the following 
statem ents have been 
gathered from the most reliable sources: 
In the neighborhood of Catalina and 
Las Cuevas are the insurgent leaders 
Varona Rivero and Louis Perez, with 
about 1,200 men well armed aud having 
plenty of ammunition, though poorly 
clad. 
Iu the Zone of Jauccia aud Mula 
the insurgents' leader Lazo w ith some 
600 men.
